Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The attorneys opened with a discussion of the unexpected 
results/properties of applicant's invention vs. those seen in the prior art, especially that of Rivin '304, which is not 
designed for increased damping but for improved fit between the tool holder and spindle. The Examiner responded 
that while Rivin does not disclose that the intent of his invention is to dampen, some damping will occur due to the 
structure of his tool holders, and the claims do not require any specific damping effects. The attorneys responded that 
the inventors do not want to limit their claims by quantifying the damping effects. The attorneys added that the 
rejections of the independent claims utilize a combination of embodiments in Rivin, which they feel requires hindsight 
reconstruction; if argued, the Examiner will address this in a formal response. The attorneys suggested adding the 
term "damping" in front of "apparatus" in independent claim 11 ; the Examiner felt that this would not require further 
search and consideration by itself, since the claim already includes a means for damping. The Examiner pointed out 
that Figure 1 of the instant application shows depressions and another structure at 107/108, and that a combination of 
structures might overcome the prior art, but the specification does not define what this structure is. The attorneys 
pointed out that Rivin shows an arrangement of depressions that is uniform, while claims 24 and 25 require the 
depressions to be arranged in a non-uniform pattern. A rejection regarding this issue was made in the office action 
mailed 24 November 2006, which the attorneys may address in an after final amendment. The attorneys discussed the 
unexpected results shown in the study from the amendment filed 15 September 2006; the Examiner suggested that 
they may want to consider including this argument in a response to the rejection mailed 24 November 2006. 
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
